At the outset I want to say 
that I have just received the 
jury list for the July term and 
that I am well pleased. with 
the selection, however we have 
had some good jury service in 
the past two and a half years 
but in some I have been sadly 
disappointed. The efforts of 
law enforcement officers and 
prosecutors to suppress crime 
are futile without jurors who 
are law abiding citizens an 
realize their responsibility:and 
have a determination to do 
justice both to the common- 
wealth and to the defendant 


or defendants being on trial, ' 


and jurors should be such men 


or women that they will not | 


be swayed by outside influ- 
ences. I say this because.there 
is hardly ever a defendant 


brought before the court re-| 


gardless of the crime he has 
committed or of how guilty he 
might be, but that you will see 
influential persons and people 
who are supposedly good cit- 
izens endeavoring to thwart 
justice and thus prevent a 
criminal from being convicted 
for his crime, and this. prac- 
tice by influential persons is 


doing much to increase the 
volume of crime in the county }/ 
and can only be offset. by jur- 


ors who are broad 
good citizens and will sit in the 
box, hear the evidence, reason 


it, and acquit a defendant if 


he is not guilty, but convict 
the guilty and fix a punish- 
ment commensurate to the 
crime. The-public should re- 
alize that juries can have far 
more influence over the sup- 
pression of crime than your 
law enforcement officers or 
your Judge. The Judge. can 
only act as an umpire and ex- 
plain the law. It goes without 
nvine that a judge should be 
an able lawyer, a good citizen 
and above reproach. 

I have worked with our 
present judge for nine years 
and will say that we have one 
of the best, if not the best 
Judge in Kentucky and the 
people made a wise selection 
when they re-elected him. 

And now for the officers’ 
part and the citizens’: 

Good citizens sometimes do 
much to create public senti- 
ment against arresting officers 
by criticising from hear-say 
when they do not know the 
facts of the case. 

The responsibility that rests 
upon law enforcement officers 
is very great and they need the 
helping hand of good citizens. 
The average citizen has no 
conception of what the condi- 
tions are upon the highways 
and in the roadhouses over

state, Attorney General Hu- 
bert Meredith held in an opin- 
ion handed Frank E. Daugner- 
ty, State Director of the Ken- 
tucky Brewers and Beer Dis- 
tributors Committee. 

Written by Assistant Attor- 
ney General Jesse K. Lewis, 
and approved by the Attorney 
General, the opinion was 
drawn in answer to Mr. 
Vaugnerty’s question, “Is it 
legaiiy possible, under the 
laws of Kentucky, for beer 
distributors to unite by agree- 
ment of understanding with 
each other to withhold the 
sale of beer from persons sell- 
ing at retail who are violating 
the liquor laws or any other 
laws of the State?” 

In a postscript to the opinion 
Attorney General Meredith 
said, “I nave read and approve 
the above opinion and will add 
that in my opinion the pro- 
posed form of agreement is 
valid and enforceable”. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Lewis held that there is no 
restriction in either the Con- 
stitution or the Kentucky 
Statutes prohibiting the mak- 
ing of that kind of agreement 
reterred to in the question. 

Discussing the law on the 
question he pointed out that 
the only Kentucky law found 
in section 198 of the Kentucky 
Constitution touching on this 
question holds that, “ It shall 
be the duty of the General As- 
sembly from time to time, as 
necessity say require, to en- 
act such W@s as may be neces- 
sary to prevent all trusts, pgols 
combinations or other organi- 
zations, from combining to de- 
preciate below its real value 
any article, or to enhance the 
cost of any article above its 
real value.”
